— Professor Soott, of Kentucky, acting 
on tho belief that the m-mud builders o! 
Ohio and Illinois had another route to 
Mexico nnd Central America than that 
down tho Mississippi, has for some time 
past been conduction explorations in 
Utab, with tho hope ot throwing light 
on the subject. His labors havo lately 
been rewarded by tho discovery, near 
Evanstone, Utah, of a mound of extra- 
ordinary dimensions, and of as fair pro-, 
portions as any described by Squior or 
Davis. The work of excavation was 
spoodily accomplished, an-? a vault was 
laid bare eight feet long, three feet wide 
and four feot deep, iu which woro the 
skeleton of a man, a cono-fihaped 
earthorn pot, an iron bracelot and two 
medicine Btonos, cigar-shaped and full 
,of holes. On the right side of the skele- 
ton was lonnd a plate of pare silver, the 
sire aud shape of an artist's pallet. There 
is positive evidence that this vault is 
more than one thouBaud five hundred 
years old. The Professor is confident 
that this discovery, to be followed by 
others under the direotiou of the Smith- 
sonian Institute, will establish the fact 
that the mound builders' crossod tho

Reciprocity. 

In transmitting to tho Legislative 
Council, during its last session, cortain 
papers on Keciprocity, tbo luto Gover- 
nor's message contained tbo following 
singular passage :— "Ho thinks it hard- 
ly neoosHary to point out that if any 
relaxation of tbo tariff should bo made 
in favour of the United States, osisting 
treaties require that the samo advan- 
tage should be extended to othor coun- 
tries." Wow, if tbis be so it will readi- 
ly bo perceived that tho principlo of on 
international treaty, establishing roci- 
procal commercial relations, is knocked 
on tho head. Wo neod hardly say, 
however, that the writer ot tho above 
possogo entirely misapprehended the 
case ; and one finds it difficult to account 
for the singular uniamiliarity with the 
wholo subject of Reciprocity treaties 
displayed by tho words it contains. 
Ono would havo thought that if the 
principles and conditions of tho lately 
abrogated treaty between Canada and 
the United States had entirely escaped 
the attention of the boad of the Execu- 
tive every member of his Cabinet could 
hardly be presumed to be ignorant of 
thorn. Tbe Reciprocity treaty to which 
wo have alluded was nothing more or 
less than a special agreement between 
the two countries, and no other, to the 
effect that each would throw open its 
markets for the free admission of cer- 
tain specified articles, being tho product 
of the other, tho list of articles being 
presumably so arranged as to render tho 
free interchange of eueh commoditicB 
mutually beneficial. The operations of 
the treaty were, of course, strictly con- 
fined to the two countries which were 
the parties to it ; and, necessarily so. 
Canada has Imperial permission and 
authority to enter into another similar 
treaty with the United States, and wiih 
that view negotiations have been going 
on between tbe two governments ful- 
some time. We believe we are quite 
justified in asceriiug that it is the wish, 
as it unquestionably is tho interest of 
British Columbia to bo embraced in auy 
trea'y of Reciprocity that may result 
from these negotiations, or at all events 
to be placed in a position to como into 
the arrangement, if it should be thought 
desirable, after tho provisions of iho 
treaty shall bo known. This subject, 
as is known, occupied a good deal ot 
attention in the Legislative Council 
last winter. A series of resolutions, 
embodying the views of the Council, to 
which wub appended a list of articles 
which it was thought desirablo to include 
in a treaty, were placed in the hands o( 
the Governor, with the earnest requot-t 
that tbe interests of this Colony might 
not be overlooked in the pending nego- 
tiations. What may have boen tho re- 
Bult of that action wo would not ven- 
ture even to guess ; but we may be 
permitted to say that it is not altogether 
unnatnial the colonists should experi- 
ence a feeling of want of confidence in 
the aoiion or non-action of a Cabinet 
upon a subject respecting which Bach 
heterodox notions are eniertaiued. Un- 
der all the circumstances, it may bo per- 
mitted to us to urge upon tho present 
bead of tho Executivo the duty of giv- 
ing early attention to this most import- 
ant matter, As we have said, negotia- 
tions are now going forward botween 
tho authorities at Washington and at 
Ottawa ; and we observe by reecnt files 
of Eastern papers that it is confidently 
expected tho-e negotiations will vory 
Boon have a practical issue. Thero in 
great daugor, therefore, that tbis Colony 
muy, in respect of the new truaty, bo 
left out in tho cold, unless tho matter 
receives immediate attention. It iM 
pto.-umable, too, that, in meeting the 
Lejialutivo Council, doubtless shortly to 
be lonvened, His Excellency would 
greatlj desire to bo in a position to luy 
BOinoih'ug of a practical nature before 
it, upon an important bubject thus en- 
trusted to t, Executive at tho last sos- 
Biou. Wo dc not proposo to faiigue the 
reader with abolition of arguments 
in favor of a proposition the correctness 
of whiob none aro Unposed, so lar as we 
Are aware, to call in question. Confin- 
ing the viow to twt urticlos alone — 
lumber and coal — the qt e3 iiou is ono ol 
profound importance to this Colony. 
Last year we shipped oonsia.rably over 
eighteen million toot ot lumber, and 
thirty thousand tons of coal. R JU gh 
lumber moots a duty of 20 per co. lt , and 
dre&sed lumber a duty oi 35 per CO nt. 
at San Francisco, while bitamoi. us 
.coal ba« to p»y $1 25 per Ion, uiiu oth, r 
i kiuds 40 uur com. ad valorem, It snrul) 
requires no sirotcu ot Uio imagination 
ito porceivo that with an opon market 
, for those articles at Sail Frauc\sco,.lo«al 
^ovolopmout would bo enormously ox- 
vtended. Oar lumber is superior, and the 
Mpply pruct.ic».!ly iuexbuu.tiole. Our 
bilumoiious .coal is superior and Ida 
guppiy may bo Haid VP ho practically in- 
exnauatiblo. Tbo development ot an- 
iur&oito coal has, perbapii, Boarcely 



reached that stago which would justify 
a very pronounced opinion ; yel, that 
wo havo it, and in lurgo quantities, would 
appear to bo plaood beyond reasonoble 
doubt. Tho demand for those things 
is rapidly increasing every yoar in San 
Francisco, and must continue to incroase 
all along tbe North Pacific Coast. Can- 
not anyone see at a glunco tho enormous 
interest British Columbia has in un- 
locking tbo Golden Gate so as to give 
free entry to our lumber and ooril ? We 
cannot opon it single-handed. Nothing 
short of tho Dominion key will unlock 
that pondorous gato.

The Dark Day of I7S0. 



From tho Cape Ann Advertiser. 

Tbo 12th May 1780, was a romurk- 
able one in the annals of New England, 
on account of the thick darkness that 
overspread the land like a funeral pul '. 
It was a day long to bo rouiemberod 
and talked of by those who witnessed 
the Ktran/40 phenomenon, Thero was 
much writing upon aud discussion of tbo 
subject at the time and af terwurds; but 
1 believe no satisfactory conclusion was 
ever arrived at as to its cause. Thero 
wore some who thought that it must 
have proceeded lrom a total eclipso of 
it sun, that bud from some cause 
escaped the calculations of malbomau- 
ciuns and astronomers, but that was 
easily shown to be impossible by lao'.s 
and figures, 

It was then tbe darkest and most 
hopeless period of the war of the Rovo- 
lU'ion, and it was thought by many ol 
tho desponding and discouraged to bo 
Mgmfieant of tho end of that which then 
aDpeured to them a hopeless Htruggle 
So. ne of iho more sanguine iusisted that 
as iho hour before the dawn was always 
the darkest, so tbis strange and poton- 
leus gloom was but tho prolude to the 
bright dawn of Liberty aud Indepen- 
dence that was sure to follow, 

The father of tho writor was then a 
boy of thirteen years, and was then at 
work with bis father aud brotbor, plant- 
ing and preparing the ground. It was 
a doll , hazy morning, and as tho time 
pasr-od it gradually thickened, and by 
ten o'clock tho darkness began to be 
apparent. They kept on with their work, 
and us tho gloom increased they ob- 
served that the father would pause onco 
in a wbilo and look intonUy all around 
tho horizon and overhead, nut made no 
remark until ho directed tho oldest boy 
to go to 'he barn and turn tho horses 
and ull tho cattlo that were inside out 
into an open lot, and to oloso and securo 
uvery door and window. It appeared 
that ho was apprehensive that some bucK 
den aud furious gust or squall would 
soon manifest itself, and that tho ani- 
mals would be in less danger out in a 
field than insidej a building. 

Still tho darkuess grew thicker and 
deeper, till presently ho said they 
might as well quit, work for the present. 
On reaching the house the mother and 
sister were about thoi ^ usual duties, 
pale and silent. L tlio was said oxcopt 
an occasional remark or direction in a 
low tone. No ono seemed inclined to 
conversation or demons! ration of any 
kind. Soon dinner was ready, with 
candleR lightod tbe samo as at night, 
but not a morsel was eateu. A deud 
silenco scorned to prevado all nature, 
broken only by occasional bloating of 
a Umb or lowing of tho kino, which 
wandered about restless and uneasy. 
'Tho domestic fowls seemed to bo in 
dined to come to tho Conclusion that 
it was night, thoy could put no othor 
construction upon it, so, after chuck- 
ling over tho matter for a wbilo, they 
went to ruort. And thus tho long and 
dreary hours passed away. Along In 
tbo afternoon the veil was lifted in somo 
degree, and at tbo time of sunset it 
wus about the sumo us in au ordinary 
cloudy day. 

Tho night which followed was, it is 
said, as dark proportionately as was 
tho duy. It was the perfect ''black « 
neas ot darkness.'' Not the faintest 
outlino 0/ any object could bo discerned 
ugaiti.st.lho sky,. A light would penetruto 
:t but 11, Utile way,and then seemed to 
disclose .but a solid wull of blackness 
mouud.

An International Knot.— Tho trial ol 
Waits for the morder of Hibbatd on San 
Juan Island, by tho civil authorities, and 
the service of snbpoeaaB on Btitii_ subjects 
resident on the Island, are direotly 
opposed to the troaty by virtue ol which 
Greit Britain and the Uoiied States retain 
the Island in joint occupation. By the terms 
of that treaty offenders matt be tried opon 
the Island by the representative ol tho power 
whose subjects they are ; end nowhere in the 
treaty is there provision made for bringing 
into operation tho machinery of the civil 
courts. A little over one year ago, the 
Chief Justice (.Darwin) of Washington Ter- 
ritory was removed from office by Mr Sew- 
ard for allowing to be tried in hia Court 
at Port Townsond a suit to recover damages 
from Col Grey, the American Commandant 
on San Juan, for an ofJence alleged fca have 
been committed on the Island. In hia dis- 
patch Mr Seward Btated that the civil courts 
have do jurisdiction over the affairs of the 
Ialand-tbatlhe law to wtich they are subject 
is partly military. The new Secretary ol 
State for the United States, however, in the 
case of Watts, rulea differently, lie don't 
appear to have much respect for treaties, 
but the Briuih subjects who have been 
subpoenaed may. Tbe point scarcely ad- 
mits of an argument. The civil court has 
DO power to try Watts; and even if it had. 
it Mfsesies no power to enforce a sobposna 
served upon a British subject, resident on 
San Juan.

Of the latter the 
chief item ara dry goods and clothing, 818,- 
980 ; sugar,, 816,193 ; spirits, 811,909 ; iron 
810,232 ; miscellaneous 835,022. What 
goea to make up this lest item it would 
doubtless interest tbe publio to know. Un- 
der a reciprocity treaty it is safe to say that 
in two years tbe export of oolonial products 
would mote than double j and we hazard 
nothing in saying that under a tree port sys- 
tem our exports in foreign goods would in- 
oreaae with proportionate if not groater 
rapidity.

P.HiirriKa Cistern Water. — Cistern 
water becomes foul and offensive, because 
it contains a large amount of organio mut- 
ter derived Irom the roofs of the bouses, ab. 
sorbed from the air, oto. This matter may 
co in tho form of germs, or decay. It may 
be vegetable or animal, or both, the lattor 
oondition generally prevai'ing. This matter 
undergoes rapid growth and decay, and ex- 
ceeding rapid multiplication. When the 
temperature is worm, as in the summer, there 
aro two wajs to correot theovil : First, by 
entire separation of all organio matter from 
tbe water; second by its complete deatruo- 
tioo while in the water. The first object 
cannot always be accomplished, as no simple 
filter would separate germs, and oven if sep- 
arated the water could not be kept for use 
unexposed to air. An effectual method of 
purification ie accomplished by chomtcul 
destruction. This may be completely, econo- 
mically, and safely done by the perman- 
ganate of potiiesa, used in the proportion of 
about an ounce to fifty gallons of water- 
As destructive chemical changes take place, 
the organic matter is reduced, and the 
whole mas , is precipitated as nn inert and 
harmless sodiment. The chemical reaction 
is marked by a purple coloring of tbe so- 
lution, and this color indioutes the presence 
ot organio matter. The permanganate should 
be added until this color disappears, when 
you muy kuow that tho organic matter is 
destroyed ; for an infinites mal quantity of 
the latter will be dotscted by tne former. 
Ibis preparation of potash may bo obtained 
at any druggist's. — Ex.
